Of Modern History. 




It is history that men in givnf. national crises 
seldom know where they am <>r wbitber t hoy 
go. There havo Leeu exception*, they 

have been small ami 
few. 

Usually men glule 
f r <> m the i m <> <>t h 
st roa in of e nrrent 
evonti into the heaving 
rapids of change almost without apprehension, 
pause for a moment perhaps iu wonder on the 
verse of the cataract, and first awake, if they 
awake at all, battling for existcuco iu the wild 
waters below. 

So easy ia the transition from peace aud 
order to uprising aud revolution, so thought- 
less aro the most of usuutil the torch burns or 
the knife drops, that when governments fall 
or governments change they seem almost to 
come aud go by magic. Liberty passes as a 
dream in the night; the thief breaks in and 
-steals — and all so easily aud naturally that we 
are roused only when property slips away or 
life hangs by a thread. 

***** * 

Foi the first time iu American history there 
c omes kuocking and bellowing at the door a 
man who demands, actually demands, that the 
dominant party of the country give him, for 
the third time, against all saving tradition aud 
sober precedent, the Presidency ol the 
United States— give it to him, as far as iu that 
party lies, and and leave it to him— who 
doubts the fact? -as long as he sees tit to 
use or abuse it ! 

Passiou-mad, drunk with egotism, insaue 
for power, sneering at restraint, reviling every 
man and measure of law that stands in the way 
of his freuzy, bellowing ■ 'thief," "robhor" and 
"traitor" at all who refuse to yield the office 
to his grasp, stigmatising the President of the 
United States as a "receiver of stolen goods" 
because the President does not yield to 
him his desire, commanding, threatening, do. 
nouueing, calling up the mob to be his aid, har- 
auguiug- whosoever will hear him in the lung- 
- tiage of the gun man aud the street brawler — 
this two-time Chief Magistrate of a great re- 
public batters at the gateway of present oppor- 
tunity and virtually invokes the lynch law nf 
the populace to tear coveted honor from the 
conventious bands aud deliver it to him as a 
spoil of riot, aud a trophy of mob rule! 




Do benefactors of a nation come thus: Do 
true reformers come thus? Do unselfish pat- 
riots come thin? Do statesman, or self-re- 
specting politicians, or even iClf-respecting 
geutlemon, come thus? 

No! They never have — they never will! 
Search the history of all nations! Scan-h the 
history of this Republic! And from 177(5 to 
this date none who meaut well by the Repub- 
lic, uono who meaut well by his fellow- 
mau, uone who meant well by anybody but 
himself, has come thus! Aud yet, sinking 
with clenched list, at the doorway of the con- 
vention, he declares in steutorian toues that he 
will not be "robbed" — that is, that ho will 
have the uominttion, that he will uot allow 
the majority of the delegates to vote their 
choice for his opponent, that ho will drag from 
that convention the opportunity to lay his 
violent hands on the Chief Magistracy of this 
nation! 

Thus far has this Hrawler anil Usurper come 
iu his purpot-o, in his plot, to thwart the order- 
ly processes of the natiou, to frustrate the 
decent procedure of the dominant party aud 
to force his rulertibip upon the American peo- 
ple! Thus far has he come, always profess- 
ing the heuefactor aud reformer, acting alter- 



nately a- the people's suppliant and the popu- 
lar tyrant, but always the demagogue, the 
loveler anil tho eventual autocrat. Now creep-

would he ti e death of our liberties.

She had sunk al- 
most to the level of a third rate power. 

Henry quickly changod all this. 
With splendid statesmanship he stead- 
ily lifted his couulry to a foremost 
rank among Europe's nations. He 
won victories against French and Scot- 
tish foes.

Henry wished to marry her. He de- 
clared that his early marriage to his 
brother's widow wua Illegal, aud 
sought to have It annulled. 

The pope refused to sanction ao 
wicked a plan. Heury, thereupon, 
threw usldp hla allegiance to the Cath- 
olic church and to the pope, and de- 
clared himself the head of all relig- 
ious Institutions iu Kugland. Then 
he proceeded to modify his country's 
religion aud to behead all who would 
not conform to hla new way of think- , 

ing. He also abolished England's | R«» lt,enoe N°- '*» B - Thlr<1 M***! No.s 
peaceful monasteries. Catbollca who 
remained loyal to their church and to 
the pope were slain without mercy or 
Justice. Protestanta who objected to 
Henry's regulations were also put to 
death. Any man who crossed the mon- 
arch's wishes or ideaB was executed. 
Whole families were killed for no bet- 
ter reason than that they obeyed their 
owu ooQscleuces rather than the un- 
just orders of a tyrant. By Catholics 
and Protestants alike Henry grew to 
be loathed. His early popularity was 
drowned In oceans of Innocent blood, 
shed at his cruel orders. Where once 
be had governed by love he now ruled 
by Inspiring death fears. Some writers 
6ay thut no less than 73,000 persons 
were executed during the last 20 years 
of Heury's reign. This is, perhaps, an 
exaggeration. But the victims could 
be numbered by thousands. The once 
genial, graclouB sovereign bad become 
a monster. 

Anne Boleyn profited little by her 
marriug* with Henry. Not long after 
the birth of her daughter (afterward 
Queen Ellxabetb), ahe wag suspected 
of unfaithfulness and was beheaded 
by Henry'a orders. Next day he mar- 
ried Anne's lady-ln-waltlng, Jane Sey- 
mour. Jane died aooa after the birth 
of her aon, Edward. Henry then mar- 
ried Anne of Clevea, a Flemish 
prlnceBa, whom he had never seen. 
At first sight he fell into a rage, cursed 
her for a hideous "Flanders mare," and 
divorced her. Soon afterward he mar- 
ried Catherine Howard. Doubting 
her loyalty to him. he had her put to 
death and married his sixth wife, 
Catherine Parr. 

How much oftener he might have 
gone to the sltar, had be lived long 
euough, cannot be guessed. Ill-health 
had already begun to dlaflgure hla 
handaome face, cripple hla body and 
make life an agony for him. On January 
28, 1547, he died, In his fifty-sixth year, 
unmourned, bated; hla very memory a 
thing of horror.

The Federatfon Daily, edited by 
Mm, J, J, Dickey each day on the 
ground*, is the omcUl report ot the 
convention. Articles will be read to 
the club from it from time to time un- 
til all are heard. 

This report is intended to give that 
more intimate and personal view as it 
impressed your delegates venturing 
for the lirst time into the club world. 

The report follows: 

On tha morning of May 27th. your newly 
escaped delegates, timid and fearful of recapt- 
ure, journeyed to Cincinnati. Once aettled in 
the train for Glasgow Junction, we composed 
onraelvsa and turned our thoughts to the 
qneat of that larger knowledge for which we 
thirsted. At Covington a delegation came on, 
and at Louisville another coaob full waa 
attached. So we landed at Glasgow Junction 
about two hundred atrong, and all In high 
feather. All apparently as well pleaaed with 
their "escape" as we were. 

From there we traveled on a little dummy 
traio at a Uisurely gait of about nine ■ml-- an 
hour, through beautiful acenery to the Mam- 
moth Cave. There we were met by eome 
kindly looking mountaineers, with the Mam 
moth Cave ox wagons, on whioh about two 
hundred suit casea and a few trunk* wore soon 
piled. We walked through the grounds, 
which are natural woods, »li*htly improved, 
lo the bate', an oM rambling part lot; building, 
apparently about a hundred year* uld, but 
attractive in it* rough qasintna**. where we 
were all very comfortable. 

We were met by Mra. Jamea Mitchell of 
Bowling Ureen, an energetio and vivacious 
lady, who aeemed to be the "Entertainment 
Committee." and who la largely reaponaible for 
the preaent movement to have the Mammoth 
Cave and it* anrronnding territory made a 
National Reservation, ahe having been born 
and reared near the Cave. 

After supper there was a aeaalon of th* 
Preeident* of Clnbj in the ballroom upatairs 
Meanwhile, the long old p>rche* presented an 
animated and pictnrecqs* ecene of great in- 
formality, with the meeting of old acquaint- 
ance* and new. Some gayly dreised young 
girls and children served fruit punch, and 
flitted here and there bearing measages, etc., 
in their capacity as pages, together with the 
many running hither and thither in the rough 
cave coatume of bloomers and blouse, as the 
guide* counded the "All out for the Cave," at 
the farther end of the porch. While aeated 
at little tablea all along and in this throng 
were buey Chairman of State Deparlments, 
and other officers, including the Tree* Cum. 
mittee. all intent on the last little details and 
tou".boa nnd change* to thair forthcoming 
report* and papers, with hardly time to take 
their hata off; for it waa Boon apparent that 
the aucces* of the Kentucky State Federation 
Convention rented on a few earnest stlf-uc- 
rifking (ouls, and well did they tuftsin it. 

The personality of the officer* and Chair- 
men of Department* was extremely interesting 
to us as newcomers. Tbey were, with a few 
exception*, middle aged nnd elderly women, 
plain, gentle, motb.rly. refined and good to 
look at, eome of them grandmother* and 
veterana in the cause, and the moving apirits 
in many of the latter day reform* which, fur 
tbe ftret time, we traced to their proper source. 

Your delegatea were profoundly impresssd 
with tbe splendid poaaibilitiea and power of 
organized Chrirtiao womanhood a* evidenced 
in thla convention. No Church or aect waa 
inentiored, but it wa* at onco evident that it 
waa a deeply religion* body, all dedicated to 
the service of God in the beauty of holiness, 
and iutent in etampieg out vice, cruelty, in- 
justice and ignorance wherever fuund, and 
helping tboae who are unable to help them- 
selves. Their aim. seemed to be elevated, 
unselfish, almost entirely free from personal 
conaideratiuna, and ebaracterited by a uniform 
conrtesy and forbearance, together with a 
conaidaration for and confldenee is aaeh other, 
delightful to aee. If there exiated then, ur 
bad ever existed, any animosities or bickerings, 
nothing akin to it appeared at this eonvantion.

She 
aaog several aonga in the cave, including "My 
Old Kentucky Home," in the choim of which 
the entire assemblage joined. 

The rotunda wae illuminated by a system of 
tcetelyne g** or gssoline lights, which shows 
it* sculptured wall* andgrsndeur is in no other 
part of the cave. There were five or six ta- 
bles, each about aa long aa a Pullman car, and 
still only a portion of tbe vast space was 
utilised. Toasts wero drank in water, with 
enthoeiislic responsee and reminiscences of the 
cave from some of Ibe descendants of those 
who formerly ownej of were interested in the 
property. This display of feminine el queues 
finally so inspired the Superintendent that he 
made s little speech. The corpj i f darkey 
waiters were called on for a aong, but proved 
the day uf plantation melodies is over, for tbey 
"didn't have their mutic." Finally there wa* 
a return to the hotel and abasty scramble into 
evening clothe* to do justice to the choice pro 
gram provided for tbo lest eveniog. 

First there wss a steroopticon lecture by Dr, 
Lillian South, State Bacteriologist, a vory 
handsome young woman in a superb evening 
toilet, who in term) uf scientific accuracy, 
demonstrated the fearful penalties of vice, 
showing how the sins of tbe fathers may be 
vlaited upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation.

It was said that he was there be- 
cause be favored tquel rights for womeo, 
but if so, surely he was a wolf in sheep's 
clothing, fur he sculded snd patronized tboss 
nswwomen, handed them the same eule bouqueta 
and the ssrne old threadbare advice that would 
have been thooght tiresome twenty-five yesrs 
sgo.
